THE PRESIDENT SENDS THE DE- 
PENDENT PENSION BILL BACK, 


The Intercet Tek B ip Executive Action on the M-as- 
ure-The Veto Message Declared an Abie 
Document-How the Members Behav.d 

During Its Reading~ Other Gossip. 


WasHiNcToN, Februery 11.---(Special.|--- 
As was predicted in these dispatches last 
night, the president bas vetoed the pauper 
pension bi'l. Early this morning he left the 
white hovse,and with Colonel Lamont. his 
private secretary, drove to Red Top, his sub .r- 
han residcrice, where he spent several hours 
making final revisions in the draft of his mes- 
sage. Ile wished to be free from all disturb. 
ance and at the white house that would have 
been well nigh impossible. This was the last 
day for his presidentia! action on the bill, and 
this morning the prubable action of the presi- 
dent Was Luc topic at the c ip.t rl, 
The belicf that he would veto the bill was pre- 
dominart. but there were many members of 
both parties who stoutly maintained the con- 
trary. As hour after hour of the session wore 
away the confidence of those who had counted 
on a veto began torelax, and as the gloomy 
afternoon began to darken ‘the prospsct of a 
veto became correspondingly dismal. 

At precisely 4 o’clock Mr. Pruden, one of the 
secretaries, appeared at the main 
the house of representa- 
tives. When the doorkeeper announced 
2 message from the president, 
everybody knew what had come. Members on 
both hurricd from the cloak rooms and 
corridors into the almost deserfed rows of seats, 
and the well-filled galleries leaned forward in 
anxious expectancy. The message was at ounce 
ordered to be opened and read. The reading 
occupied half an hour. Every word was heard 
in complete silence. A more impressive scene 
is seldom witnessed in congress. During the 
reading many of the republicans were making 
whispexe’ remarks to each other, as point after 
point of the president’s argument was reached. 

HOW THE MEMBERS BEHAVED. 

Mr. Reed, of Maine, grew restless when the 
document was about half finished and paraded 
up and down the aisle in apparent meditation 
for seyeral minutcs. Mr. Hiscock, of New 
York. wheeled hischair and turned his back 
squarely on the reading clerk. Judge Keliy 
rested his chin in both hands and scemed to 
drivk in the strong draught asitcame. There 
was complete composure on the domocratic 
side. Mr. Randall was not present. Mr. Mor- 
rison, during most of the reading, rested 
his head on his desk and 
Mr. Blount held almost the sdme attitude. 
Speaker Carlisle was in the chair and settling 
back to an easy position, kept his eyes fixed 
op the pages Which were being read in front 
of him. 
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OPINIONS ON THE DOCUMENT. 

At the conclusion ofthe reading there was 
net the slightest demoustration of any kind 
Mr. Matson, of the committee on invalid psn- 
sions.end author of the bill,rose and asked that 
the bili and message be referred to h's com- 
mittee. promising the house a_e report 
thercon, within the next week. Ona 
point concerning the message all 
opinicns are agreed. Lt is 
pronounced a very able paper. In the opinion 
of most o! itis the ablest 
messayre tlt any president has sent to congress 
in Dany Its literary style is also much 
admirec. When these concessions are made, 
opinious diverge very widely. Some of the 
northern democrats say the president has made 
agrand mistake,and fcarthat the veto will 
have a daimaging effect onthe party in the 
north. Others, and among them some ex-union 
soldiers, approve the message in the strongest 
terms. ‘They say it will meet the approbation 
of the honest soldier vote of the north, 
while the business interests will 
be vervestrongly Grawn toward the president 
for his honest and manly defense of the treas- 
ury against the mild raid. The republican 
leaders have very little to say about the veto, 
they sre reserving their fire for the debate, 
which is inevitable, when the committee's re- 
port comes up tor consideraton. Some of the 
lighter republican weights assume great indig- 
nation at what they demounce as an outrage 
on the scldiers and the next moment gleefully 
declare that the president has killed himself 
and his party. There is a prevailing pride in 
the courage and honesty of a president 
who looks only to his duty and is regard- 
less of all consequences that may attend its 
performance. The committee on invalid pen- 
sions will probably report in favor of passing 
the bill over the veto. Mr. Matson, its chair- 
man, wiil urge that course and will be the 
champion of the democratic opposition to the 
veto. He counts on a solid republican vote: 
and on nearly all the northern democrats, and 
believes tbat the bill may receive the necessary 
two-thirds in the house. In this calculation 
he will find himself deceived. When the bill 
passed the house there were 180 votes in its 
favor and 76 against it, but the same domocrats 
who voted for it will not do so in the face of 
Such a veto. Besides, since this bill passed the 
Sentiment of the north has been aroused 
against reckless pension extravagance. The pres- 
ident’s powerful message will intensify this feel- 
ing so far that it may stiffen the knees of some 
democrats who privately denounced the bill 
when it was before the house and then voted 
for % because they were afraid to vote their 
convictions. If the bill could get two-thirds ia 
the house it would be defeated in the senate, 
but it will never reach that body again. 

A SENSIBLE COLORED MAN. 

Evidences are accumulating te show that the 
republican senate has made a mess of the Mat- 
thews case.

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by the senate was an insult

and if the republican party wanted to trans- 
mit the prejudices and vindictiveness of war 
tothe negro youth more than to the white 
youth of the country, the negro youth will 
never exter the party, and if they propose 
simply to transfer the negro from chattel 
slavery to political slavery, he will have to 
achieve a new emancipation. This action by 
the republican senate has done more to make 
democratic yotes among the colored people 
than apy act that party eould do. So faras I 
am concerned, if Grover Cleveland is renomi- 
nated for the presidency by any party what- 
soever, I shalldeem it my duty to my race to

THE DEPENDENT PENSIONS. 


Extracts From the Veto Message of the 
President. 

WASHINGTON, February 11. — President 
Cleveland’s message to the house of represent- 
atives vetoing the act entititied ‘‘an act for the 
relief of dependent parents and honorably dis- 
charged soldiers and-sailors who are now de- 
pendent upon their own labors for support,” is 
a long dccument embracing over 4,000 words. 
The president says: 

This is the first general billthat has been sanc 
tioned by Congress Siuce the close of the late civil 
war permitting a pension to soldiers and sailors 
w bo served in that war upon the ground and pres- 
ent disability alone, aud in theentire absence of 
any injuries received by casualties or incidents of 
such service. Several precedents for it exist, how- 
over, in our legisiation, which are still operative, 
and which he cites. The preseut bill embraces all 
who are beneficiaries ofsimilar precedent legisla 
tion. The president proceeds:, 

On the first day of July, 1886, 365,765 pensioners, 
of all classes, were upon the pension rolis, of whom 
205,605 were survivors of the warof the rebellivn, 
and their widows and dependents. Fur the year 
ending June 30, 1887, $75,000,000 have been appro- 
priated for the payment of pensions and the 
amonnt expended for that purpose from 1861 toJuly 
1, 186 is $S808,624,811.51. While annually paying 
out such a vast sum for pensious 
already granted, itis now proposed by the bill 
vncder consideration to award a service pension to 
soléiers of ail wars in which the United States has 
been engaged, including of course the war of the 
rebellion, and to pay those entitled to the benefits 
of the act the sum of $12 a month. So faras it 
relates to soldiers of the late civil war, the bounty 
it aflords thems given thirteen years earlitr than 
it has been furtiished to soldiers of any other war, 
end before a large mepjosity of the beneficiaries 
have advanced inage beyond the strength and 
vigor of the pr.me of life. It exacts only military 
or nayal service of three months, without any 
requirement of actual engagement with an enemy 
in battle and without subjection to any of the actua 
dangers of war. The pension it awards is allowed 
to enlist men who have not suffered the least inju- 
ry. disability, loss or damage of any kind, incurred 
in or in any degree referable to their military ser- 
vice. including those who never reaches the front 
atalland those discharged from frendezevous at 
the close ofthe war, if discharged three months after 
enlistment. Under the last cail of the president 
for treops in December, 1864, 11,305 men were fur- 
vpished who were thus discharged. The section 
allowing this pension does, however, require be- 
side service ot three months and an honorable 
discharge, that those seeking the benefit of the act 
shall be such as are now or may 
hereafter be suffering from mental and physical 
disability, not the result of their own vicious habits 
or gross carelessness, which incapacitates thein 
from the performance of labor in such a degree as 
to ,ender them unable to earn a support, aud who 
are dependent upon their daily labor for support. 
it further provides that such persons shall, upon 
making proof of the fact, be placed on the Liss of 
invalia pensioners of the United States and be en- 
titled to receive for such total inability to procure 
their subsistence by daily labor, twelve dollars pe: 
and such pension shall commence 
from the date of the tiling of the application in 
the pension office, upon proof that disability theu 
existed and continued during the existence of same 
in the degree herein described; provided tSat pet 
‘ons Who are now receiying pensions under the 
existing laws, or whose pensions are pending in 
the peusion office, may by application to the com- 
inisstoner of pensions in such form as he may pre 
scribe, receive the benefit of this act.

Atter some space devoted to a close analysis 
of ambiguities of the biil and its -opportuni- 
tics ior urfairness, unjust discrimination and 
paitisan partiality in its administration; aud 
pointing cut differences of opinion .as to its 
scope held by members of congress who acted 
upon it, the president says: 

famot the opinion that it may be fairly con- 
iended that under the provisions offthis section 
any soldier whose faculties of mind, of body have 
become impaired by accident, disease or age, irre- 

rective of his service inthe armyasthe cause, 
and who by his labor ouly is left incapable of gain- 
ing a fair support, heimight, with unimpaired’ pow- 
ers, have provided tor himself, and who is not so 
weillendowed with this world’s goods as to live 
without work, may claim to participate in its 
bounty. Thatitis not required that he should be 
without property, but oply that labor should be 
necessary to hissupport in seme degree. Nor isit 
required that he should be now receiving support 
from others. 

Relieving this to bea proper interpretation of the 
bil), I cannot but remembef that the soldiers of our 
civi) wearin their pay and bounty received such 
compen:ation for military service as has never 
been received by soldiers before since mankind 
first went to war; that never before, on behalf of 
any soldiers, have so many and such generous laws 
been passed to relieve against the incidents of war; 
that statuteg have been passed giving them prefer- 
ence in employment; that ready, needy, homeless 
union soldiers of the rebellion bave been, toa large 
extent. provided for at seoldiers’ homes, instituted 
and supported by the government, where they are 
Maintaincd together, free from the sense 
ot degrecation which attaches to the usual 
support of charity, and that never be- 
fore in the history of the country has 
it been proposed to rencer government aid toward 
the supper of one of its soldiers based alone upon 
militery secvice so recent, anygwhere age and cir- 
cumstances appeared £0 Jittie to demand such aid. 
Hitherto such relief has been granted to surviving 
sojdiers, few in number, venerable in age, after a 
lcng Japse of time since their military service,and 
as a parting benefaction tendered by a gratetul 
people. Icannot believe that the vast peaceful 
army of the union soldiers, who, having content- 
ed)¥ resumed their places in the ordinary avoca- 
tious of life, cherish as sacred the memory of pa- 
tri. ic service, or who haying been disabled by the 
casualiics of war, justly regard the present pen- 
sicn toll, on |jwhich appear their names as a 
roll of honor, desire at this time and in the present 
exigency, to be confounded with those 
who through such ai ~bill as this are 
willing to be objects of simple charity and to gain 
a place upon the pension rolls through alleged de- 
pendence. . 

Recent personal observation and experience 
constrain me torefer to another result which will 
inevitably follow the passage of this bill. itis 
sad, but nevertheless true, that nlready in the 
matter of procuring pensions there exists a wide. 
spread disregard ol truth and good 
faith, stimulated by those who, as 
agents, undertake to establish claims for 
pensions heedlessly entered upon by the expect- 
ant beneficiary and encouraged, or at least noi con- 
cemned, by the unwilling fools. In the execution 
of the proposed law, under any interpretation, a 
wice field of inquiry would be opened for the 
establishment of facts largely within the knowl- 
edce of the claimants alone, and there can be no 
Coubt that the race afcer pensions offered by 
this billwould not only stimulate a weakness 
and pretended incapacity for labor, but 
put ry further premium on dishonesty 
snd mendacity. The chairman of the house con- 
mittee on pensions calculates that the number of 
pensions under this bill would be 33,105, and the 
Increased annual cost $4.767,120. This is apon the 
thecry that only those who are entirely unable to 
work would be lis benefactors. 

The president presents a few striking statts- 
tics ilustrating bow completely at fualt bive 
been the previous ad vance and estimates of the 
prcbable effect of the pension legislation, aud 
goes on to say: 

If none should be pensioned under this 
hill exeept those utterly unable to work, 
1 em satisfied that the cost stated in the estimate 
refesred to would te many times multiplied and 
with a constant increase from year to year, and if 
those partially unable to earn their —— should 
be admitted to the privileges of this bill, the prob- 
able increase of expense would be almost ap . 
ing. I think it may be said that at the close of the 
war of the rebellion every northern state and a 
great _ of northern counties and- cities,

against the people. Federal taxation, 10 
less borne by the people than that directly levied 
upon their property, is still maintained ata rate 
made necessary by the exigencies of war. If this 
bill should become a law—with its tremendous ad4i- 
tion to our previous ob on—I am ht 
convinced that further efforts to reduce the feder 
revenue and restore some part ef it to our people 
will, and perhaps should be, seriously ques- 
tioned. it has constantly een 
a cause of pride and cougratulation 
to an Amnrican citizen that his country isnot put 
to the charge of maintaing a large standing army 
in time of peace; yet we are now living undera 
war tax which has been tolerated in peaceful 
times tomeet obligationsincurred in war. But, 
for years past, in all partsofthe country the de- 
mand fora recustion of the burdens of taxation 
upon our labor and production has increased in 
volume and urgency. I am not willing to ap 
prove a measure presenting objections 10 which 
this bill is subject, and which, 
moreover, will have the effect of disappointing the 
expectation of the people and their desire and 
hope for relief from taxation in time of peace. 

in my lastannual message the following lan- 
guege wasused: “Every patriotic beart responds 
to tender consideration for those -who, oy 
served their country long aud well, are redufted to 
destitution and dependence, not as an incident of 
their service, but with advancing age or 
through sickness or misfortune. We are 
all tempted by the contemplation of 
such condition to supply relief, and are often im- 
patient of the limitations of public duty, yielding 
to no one in the desire to indulge this feeling of 
consideration. Il cannot rid myself of the convic- 
tion that if these ex-soldiers are to be relieved 
they and their cause are entitled tothe benefit of 
an epactment under which relief may be claimed 
as a right and that such relief should be granted 
under sanction of law, notin evasion of it; nor 
sbould such worldly objects of care, all equally 
entitled, be remitted to an nneqnal operation ofsym- 
pathy, or the{tender mercies of social or po itical 
difference, with their unjust disc dmioation.”’ 

I donot think that the object, coaditions and 
limitaties thus |suggested are contained in the bill 
under consideration. lLadhereto the sentiments 
thus heretofore expressed. but the evil threatened 
by this bill is, in my opinion, such that, charged 
with the great responsibility in behalf 
of the people, I cannot do otherwite 
than to ring to the consideration 
ofthis measure my best efforts of thought and 
judgment and perform my constitutional duty in 
relation thereto, regardless of ail consequences, 
except such as appear tometo be related to the 
best and highest interests of the country.

WASHINGTON, February 11.—In the senate, 
bills “to increase the naval establishment” and 
“to provide for an increase of naval establish- 
ment,’ were introduced—the former by Mr. 
Cameron, and the latter by Mr. Hale, and were 
referred to the committee on naval affairs, 
after a statement by Mr. Hale that the two 
bills related to different branchés of the naval 
cstablishment. 

The bi)l introduced by Senator Cameron an-

0c0O. Itis provided that the gunboats and 
iorpedo boats authorized to be constracted by 
the act shall be completed and tested within 
twelve months from the signing of the contract 
for their construction. 

The resolution heretofore offered by Mr. 
Biair directing the committee on education and 
labor to continue during recess and complete 
the investigation as to the relations between 
Jaborand capital, was taken upand adopted. 

Mr. Stanford introduced a bill to provide 
mortars and heavy guns for the armament of 
forte, coast defences and vessels of the United 
states. 

The senate then, at 2:10, resumed considera- 
tion of the Eads-Tehauntepec bill, and Mr. 
Hear continued his argument in support of it. 
When he bad concluded, the bill was laid aside 
temporarily. 

The postoftice appropriation bill was taken 
up, briefly discussed and laid aside. Such items 
as were likely to lead to political debate were 
passed over. 

On motion of Mr. Ransom, the house bill to 
authorize terms of the United States circuit 
court at Wilmington, N. C., was passed. 

On motion of Mr. Mahone, the senate bill to 
authorize the secretary of war to exchange guns 
with the R. E. Lee Volunteer battery, of Pe- 
tersburg, Va., was taken up and passed. 

The senate adjourned till tomorrow.

PENSION DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Not Much Business Transacted—Reception 
of a Veto Message. 

WASH: NGTON, February 11—This being Fri- 
day, the house proceeded to the consideration 
of private business. Most of the afternoon 
was consumed in the discussion in committee 
of the whole of the bill extending the patent 
of James J. Johnston, of Columbiana, Ohio, 
for improvement in the process tor evaporating 
liquids, but no action was taken. 

At 3:45 the president’s private secretary was 
announced, and prerented a message from the 
president, without his approval, the dependent 
per sion bill. 

The reading of the message was followed 
with an attention more strict than is generally 
accorded to such documents. 

Atits conclusion Mr. Matson, of Indiana, 
moved that the bill and accompanying mes- 
sage be referred tothe committee on invalid 
pensions, promising that they woald be re- 
poited back within the coming week. 

The motion was agreed to; 137 to 27. 

The house then, at 4:20, took a recess till 
7:30, the evening session to be for the consider- 
ation of pension bills. 

At its evening session the honse passed %5 
pension bills, and at 11 o'clock adjourned.

‘THE STRIKE AT AN END. 


ASSEMBLY FORTY-NINE GIVES UP 
THE FIGHT. 


The Stationary Engineers Refuse to Join the\Strikers, 
Whereupon the Ex*cutive Board Orders 
the Men to Work—Boston Street Cars 
BRunning-Other Labor Matters. 


New York, February 11.—The eccentric 
engineers have refused point blank te obey the 
order of district assembly 49, Knights of 
Labor, to strike. Atthe headquarters of the 
assembly this morning, reports of delegates 
who had been sent out to see what steps the 
engineers were taking inthe matter of obeying 
the order reported that the men refused to 
quit work. Leaders of the strike made every 
effort to keep the matter secret, but guéirps of 
men ground the various corners adjacent to 
headquarters and their excited conversation 
piainly told that something had gone wrong. 
Reports from the different breweries were 
equally discouraging, and it was generally ad- 
mitted that the last effort of 49” 
bad proved a lamentable failure. 
An official authority stated that the 
engineers and brewers had been called on at 
too late a peried. He frankly admitted that 
the strike was a failure. There were other 
signs of dissatisfaction with the executive of 
49. A prominent member of the freight-hand- 
lers’ union said there were two orthree men 
holding rank in No. 49 who wanted to run the 
whole business for their own ends. 

A number of longshoremen steod around 
headqaarters, and several of them openly de- 
clared that they would go to work unless more 
financial aid from their unions was granted 
them. The outlook for these men is discour- 
aging, no matter whatthey do. There is today 
no unmanageable blockade: all the piers are 
open and receiving allthe freight offered and 
ferwarding it. Thisis being done largely by 
new men, the most efficient of whom are those 
brought in by railroad companies from 
points within 100 miles of New York 
and who go home every night and return to 
work in the morning, being carried free. Many 
of them were freight handlers at local stations; 
others are country laborers, and are able and 
willing workers. Others are men who have 
deserted the strike and sought employment 
where not known. At a majority of places 
men known to have struck elsewhere have 
been rejected when they applied for work. In 
eome few instances these men have been wel- 
comed back to their old places,but if the strike 
should be.abandened at once a majority of the 
strikers would have great difficulty in fiading 
work at their old trade. This is true, also, but 
to a less extent, in regard to the longshoremen 
who load and discharge vessels. 

END OF THE STRIKE. 

The executive board of district assembly No. 
49 tonight declared the great strike at an end. 
The Sun tomorrow will say: 

District assembly 49 haying put forth all its pow- 
ers to extend the big lougshore, strike in every <i- 
rection where it was deemed practicable, and 
having failed, declares the strike off, and lays the 
blame of the failure on the eccentric engineers. 

One thousand men along the shore, so it was 
estimated at the Ocean association's headguar- 
ters yesterday, have already gone back to Work,

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PARNELL’S AMENDMENT REJECTED 


A Letter From Mr. Bright Criticising Gilad: 
stone’s Policy. 


London, February 11.—Mr. Parnell’s amend- 
ment to the address in reply to the queen’s 
speech was rejected by a vote of 352 to 246. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, chief secretary for 
Ireland, in the house of’ commons this after- 
noon, in answer to inquirics, affirmed the truth 
of reports that moonligiters had attacked the 
houses of three [farmers in Mill screet, county 
Cork, and cut off the hair ofevery woman met 
in the houses. The only reason given for the 
outrages was that the women been seen 
speaking to the police. Sir Michael said the 
government wouldn’t release the Crossmaglen 
convicts, 

Thomas Sexton, Parnellite member from 
West Belfast, resuming debate on Parnell’s 
amendment, taunted the government on their 
inability to rule Ireland without the assistance 
of an army as large as the one needed in India. 
Parnell’s amendment, Mr. Sexton contended, 
raised questions of vital and practical import- 
ance. The whole policy of the government in 
Ireland, whether it was called a reform of the 
criminal proceedure law or coercion, hinged 
upon the relations between Irish landlords 

and their tenants. All offers on 
part of tenanis to arbitrate the ques- 
tion of rents had been spurned and 
tenants now stood with their backs against the 
vail, defying oppression, even the oppressona 
of the law, because their position was morally 
impregnable. Tenants everywhere in Ireland 
were willing to pay fair rents, but the speaker 
believed that if allthe deposits banked under 
the plan of campaign by small farmers, 
and which- represented the utmost they 
were able to pay, were put into a 
fund, the sum would not 


demanded by the landlords. Mr. Sexton at- 
tacked Lord Hartington’s argument that gen- 
eral emigration would remedy the distress pre- 
vailing in Ireland. ‘The real remedy, he said, 
was to be found in securing to the people the 
fruits of their toil. Further attempts to cause 
moreof his countrymen to emigrate would 
mect with a passionate and fierce resistance. 
Only an Irish legislature would 
eolve finally the question of dual owner- 
ship ofland. Every day testified to the gov- 
ernment’s gross ignorance of Ireland and its 
incapacity to deal with Irish affairs. He ap- 
pealed, with confidence, to the newly *en- 
franchised democracy of England to end the 
miseries of Ireland in the only possible way— 
binding the two countries together in heart 
and feeling and giving strength to both. 
|Cheers. } 

Henry Matthews, home secretary, 
said that no sophistry would 
ever satisfy the nation that a person could at 
pleasure reduce rent he had contracted to pay, 
thereby becoming judge of hisown cause.

CHOKED WITH ICE. 


WESTERN RIVERS OVERFLOWING 
THEIR BANKS, 


Ice Gorges Form Above Lyons, Michigan-The Whole 
Town Fileoded—Several Houses Swept Away — 
Denger That the Whole Piace Will be 
Destroyed— Tae Floods Bisewhere. 


Lyons, Michigan, February 11.—There is 
danyer that a considerable portion of the town 
will be swept way by flood, occasioned by the 
gorging of ice just below town. Maple and 
Grand rfyers intersect here, above the gorge. 
Both are at flood, and every tributary stream 
is in a similar condition. Another great ice 
gorge has formed near Lansirg, which is on 
Grand river, above Lyons, There is great fear 
of its breaking. In such caac, therd will not 
be much left of Lyons, unless the Lyons gorge 
breaks first. Three honses at Lyons have been 
swept away and demolished. A large number 
have been damaged by the rushing water and 
ice, and still mere are flooded four to six feet 
in depth above the ground level. 

At Muir thesame condition of affairs exist, 
and merchants have abandoned their steres 
which stand exposed tothe current. Three 
Rivers is snrrounded with water. All the rail- 
>oad shops haveciosed and millions feet oflum- 
ber piled in the yards is afloat. A slight abate- 
ment of the flood was noticed last night here, but 
it is on in all its fury this morning. Rain fell in 
torrents tillabout midnight, when it changed 
to snow, and by daylight fully eight inches ef 
snow and sleet had fallen. There is a regular 
northeaster with a twenty mile wind. The 
people are worn cut working night and day to 
save their property. A rongh estimate of dam- 
age makes the aggregate between $75,000 and 
$100,000 thus far. 

A special from Monroe says the river has 
been slowly rising for the last 24 hours, but 
the ice has broken, giving free passage to the 
lake. The banks of the river are lined with im- 
mense Walls of ice and frezen snow, rising eight 
or ten feet above the present high water mark, 
and: great fields of ice of the same thickness fill 
all the streets adjacent to the river. 

A Jackson special says: “The pressure of 
water in Grand riverin a mill .po pposite 
the city was too great, and last night slaices 
were opened with the result that the water 
rose several feet and the Grand Trunk bridge 
is now under water. Hurd’s hotel basement 
has two feet of water in it. The cellars in 
busings#blocks, in the center of town, are all 
flocded from eighteen inches to two and a half 
feet. The state fair grounds are completely 
submerged, and on a large tract of land in the 
south part of the city, known as Mitchell’s 
addition, the water is up to the floors of the 
dwellings. The state prison *walls stand in 
the midst of a lake. 

HIGH WATER IN INDIANA. 

Fort WAYNE, Ind., February 1.—The 
Maumee, St. Joseph’s and Mary’s rivers rose 
five feet jast night and the flood now threatens 
to surpass the memorable oneof four years 
ago. A nuraberof families residing in the 
fiooded districts of the city have removed to 
the upper stories of their residences, or have 
abandoned them altogether. At River Point, 
between Fort Wayne and Toledo, great distress 
isreportcd. Many factories have shut down 
and employes put to work surrounding the 
works by dykes. The water isnow withina 
foot of the floors of the principal bridges, and __ 
the city must shortly be cut off from communi- 
cation by wagon roads fromthe north. The 
river is rising six inchesan hourand rain is 
falling. 

ELKHART, Jnd., February 11.—The fleod 
here, inetead of subsiding, has been fearfully 
augmented by the he.vy rain which fell all 
Gay yesterday and last night, and St. Joe and 
Likbart rivers are now raging at 12 feet above 
the low watermark, aud the St. Joe is still 
rising. A}l the lower portions of the city, 
including the flats and island, are one 
vast sca. About fifty houses are surrounded 
ard a number of families have been compelled 
to vacate. Last nightafire alarm was given 
to get the mentosave the head gates of the 
dam, in which they succeeded, by incessant 
labor. The water is standing to the depth of 
severa] feet in a number of factories. Tonight 
the bTidge approaching the island succumbed 
to the rising water. 

STORMS IN OHIO AND PENNSYLVANTA. 

PitTsBuRG, Pa., February 11.—Telegrams 
from eastern Ohio state that a terrible wind 
storm passed over that section today. At 
Louisville seven houses and a woolen factory 
were blown down, anda Catholic church and 
seminary, two large and costly structares, par- 
tially demolished. Not a chimney was left 
standing inthe town. The loss is 4100,000. 

At Worcester, Ohio, the residence of M. K 
Hard was wrecked and the tower of the Luth- 
eran church was blown through the roofofthe - 
new Methodist church. During a wi 
at Tyrone this afternoon a tree blew down, kill- 
ing four Hungarian railroad laborers who had 
taken shelter under it.

The re- 
portsbows that the Indians were not much te 
blame, as the white men made the attack. 
They should have made their grievance known 
to the Indian agent, instead of taking the law 
into their own hands. The two men whoac- 
ccmpanied the deputy to make the arrest of 
the accused horse thief, were bitterly hated by 
the Indians for good reasons.

Why the Tobacco Tax Should Be Re- 

pealed, 

by a partizan exercise placed in his hands 
Mr. Speaker Carlisle has decided not only 
that there shall be no repeal of the tobacco 
tax at this session, but he has given the rev- 
enue reformers to understand that a motion 
to consider the repeal will not be permitted. 
If Mr. Carlisle and those who agree with 
him had been employed by the republicans 
to strike a blow at the democratic party they 
could not have carried out their programme 
more completely. They have struck the 
democratic party adiff between the cyes that 
may haveserious results, 

It is claimed by the free-traders that the 
tobacco tax is paid altogether by consumers, 
This is true in a measure, and yet the law 
under which the tax is collected operates to 
cripple production. In- the first place, the 
tax affects the price of tobacco, and to 
that extent lessens production. In the sec- 
ond place, the tax is levied on an agricultur- 
al product that is as important to those who 
grow it as cotton isto the cotton planters. 
The cotton-tax demonstrated the fact that, 
while a tax might fall heaviest on consum- 
ers, it had theeflect of embarrassing produc- 
ers. 

This would be the natural result of the to- 
bacco|tax, but the law under which the tax is 
collected has provisions that appear to have 


been specially contrived for the purpose of 


embarrassing the tobacco-growers. Just 
what the condition of affairs are in the north 
we do not know, but in the south the great 
bulk of the tobacco crop is raised by small 
growers. The tax itself is not so embarrass- 
ing as the burdens imposed by the laws, and 
the real nature of these burdens can only be 
fully understood by those who know the con- 
ditions under which the tobacco crop in the 
south is produced. In northern Georgia and 
Alabama, in Tennessee, North Carolina and 
Virginia and Kentucky, only about one to- 
bacco grower in a thousand is able to flour- 
ish under the law. 

The great majority of the tobacco farmers 
are poor. They are not able to raise as much 
as ahogshead of tobacco each, and, under 
the law as it now stands, they can only sell 
to a licensed dealer in leaf tobacco. This 
provision is in the nature of agreat hardship, 
for in order tocomply withit,the small grow- 
er is compelled to exhaust the most of his 
profits in findinga market. The nearest li- 
censed dealermay be and generally is in the 
south, many miles away, and it requires 
time and money for the smal] grower to reach 
a lawful market. 

Repeal the tax and the tobacco crop at 
once becomes a money crop. The small 
grower could take his little crop to the near- 
est market instead of having to go many 
miles in search of a licensed dealer, and bar- 
ter it for necessary supplies, or sell it for 
cash. 

There is another consideration here. What- 
ever tobaccomay beafter it is manufactured, 
at the place where it is grown itis an agti- 
cultural product and a very. important one, 
and to tax it when the government is not in 
need ofthe revenue thus raised is to make 
an invidious distinction. 

The small tobacco growers of the south 
have heretofore been democratic voters. 
What they will be hereafter we do not know. 
This much, however, we do know: If the 
infamous internal revenue system remains 
as it is, the democratic party will be defeat- 
ed in the south and in the country in 1883. 


A Break-Up or a Break-Down? 

The New York Herald anxiously inquires 
whether Brother Watterson is a democrat. 
Well, thequestion isout oforder. It doesn’t 
make any difference whether Brother Watter- 
son is a democrat or not; he isa _free-trader, 
and that is sufficient for the precincts of Lou- 
isville. He is the leader of the thin-legged 
doctrinaires whom Mr. Carlisle,in a vague, 
dreamy sort of way, does his best to repre- 
sent. 

The Herald might as well ask if the speak- 
er and Mr. Morrison are democrats. They 
are not only democrats and assume to be 
democratic leaders, but they have taken the 
liberty, as heads ofthe family, of drivinga 
great many humble tobacco-growers out of 
the democratic party. Itistrue that Mr. 
Carlise and Mr. Morrison do not, as Brother 
Watterson does, gird at Mr. Cleveland and 
strive to convince the party that he is un- 
worthy their confidence and support, but 
they appear to be as earnest in their endeav- 
ors to smash the democratic party as Brother 
Watterson is, and they are doing quite as 
much to accomplizh that result. Of the 
three, Brother Watterson is by far the most 
attractive figure. Mr. Morrisou has been 
repudiated by his constituents, and Mr. Car- 
lisle escaped repudiation by the skin of his 
teeth. Moreover, they lack Brother Watter- 
son’s native modesty, to say nothing of his 
intrepidity.

stone of which isthis man’sname. Every brick of 
the weather- beaten walls isasilent witness of his 
munificence. He gave itto Americus as a college 
for the education of her daughters, years and years 
ago. A little tarther eastward is “The Lawn’’ 
which was once his princely manor house. Every 
railroad train that rumbles along the curving 
track of the Southwestern railroad isa living wit- 
ness of his patriotism; for it was his exertions in 
behalf of the city in inducing the projectors of the 
road to come by the little town that made 
the present beavtiful city of Americus a possibili- 
ty. He has lately been elected tax receiver of 
Sumter county, which shows that republics are 
not entirely ungrateful. 


The groom was a tal) and hearty old gentleman, 
with a good-natured face and genial manner— 
Professor W. A. Wilson. who was one of the early 
tutors of Joel! Chandler Harris, in the good old 
Putnam county days, This reminds me that Put- 
nam county seeims to be areguiar hot bed of pa- 
triotism, as all this company. at least the elders, 
were fervent jin their praise of Putnam county.

HE WAS NOT RETURNED AS 
SENATOR. 


——— 
The Enmity Between Him and His Former Partcers 
Mackey and Flood - Some In‘eresting Personal 
Characterietics ‘of the Best Miner in the 
World—He Dislikss Washington. 


Wasnixeron, February 11. -[ Special. | ai 
Jasked a Nevada man today why ib was that 
senator Fair did not buy up that little state ot 
fifty thousand people and have himself elected 
to another term in the senate. He replicd: 

“Your question isa very natura! one, young 
ma, but you don’t know some things about 
this last election in Nevada. It is true that 
thee are not over 15,000 votes in the state, and 
+ ig very natural tosuppose thata man with 
forty millions of money could easily buy upa 
majority of them, especially when you know 
what sort of fellows they are. That scheme 
would work out all right as a simple proposi- 
tion, but in this last contest it would have 
heen millions against millions.” 

“1 don't understand you,” I said. 
tolerably rich man, 
could not compete with 
Fair in « boodie race. Why 
Fair knock him out””’ 

“Tf it had been Stewart alone he would have 
done so without any trouble, but Stewart was 
a mere figure-head in the contest. The real 
opponents of Fair were his former partners, 
eee and Flood. They went apart just 
about the time Fair was elected to the senate, 
six years ago.

He could have beaten the combi- 
nation, and he knew it, but it would have cost 
him a cool million, and he knew that too. He 
sat down and considered the situation as delib- 
erately asif he had been coutemplating an 
investment in wining stocks or real estate.

Once 
last winter _ Imet him in New York. He told 
me he had spent the whole afternoon clipping 
coupons and that his fingers were sore where 
the shears had chafed them. He said: 

“To you know I had rather have been dig- 
ging in the mines, ten toone? There's some 
fun in that, and it’s more like business.” 

“Theremark was characteristic of the man. 
He is the personification of energy and vigor and 
glories in work. The only work he knows 
how to dois mining, and he pines for it as he 
fits in his rosewood chair in the senate or amid 
the velvety luxuries of Washington life.” 

“Has he ever acquired much polish by his 
contact with the east?” I asked. 

“No. He isthe same plain, blunt Irishman 
he was twenty years ago. You 
know he is a handsome fellow, 
and has a manly address, but nature gave him 
these advantages, aud he has never attempted 
to veneer them over with superficial social 
graces. His remarkable jndgment of men and 
his great self-confidence save him from all dan- 
ger of transgressing any of the social formulas.

and to sneer at this man because he is not a 
rhetorician. He does not pretend to be a 
scholar. ‘There are a great many things to be 
learned in this world besides grammar and

The Blair Educational Bill--Dingley’s Fish- 
eries Bill, Etc, 

WASHINGTON, February, 1!1.—Friends of 
the Blair educational bill have succeeded in 
embarrassing somewhat the house committee 
on 1ules as a result of its failure to take any 
action on the resolution submitted to the 
committee looking to the assignment ofa day 
for a consideration of that measure. Mr. Wil- 
lis, of Kentucky, who is the foremost?champion 
of the cducational bill in the house, some days 
ago made a canvass of that body, and satisfied 
himelf that the biil would command the 
support of two-thirds of the members if 
it could be got before the house. Therefore he 
notified friends of the bill that whenever the 
committee on rules asked consideration for the 
resolution setting aparta day for any other 
purpose, he would move to amend it so as to 
provide for the consideration of the educational 
bition the day fixed in the resolution. This 
intention on the part of Mr. Willis has come to 
the ears of the committees on rules, and it 
secins probable that unless an arrangement of 
some kind is reached, no resolutions of the na- 
ture indicated will be presented to the house 
by that committee until it shall be satisfied 
that an attempt toamend them will not suc 
ceed. 

Almost without a dissenting voice, the 
house committee on shipping today resolved to 
make favorablerepors on Dingley’s bill to pro- 
tect the fisheries of the United States. The bill 
makes liable to seizure and ftcrfeiture any 
foreign vessel found taking tish of any kini 
within three marine miles of the shores of the 
United States. 

The committee decided not to press for action 
during this scssion the bill already reported 
and on the calendar relating to the licensing 
of masters of vessels as pilots, and relieving 
coasting vessels in tow of “tugs or other steam 
vessels from obligation to take pilots. 

Aftera long session today the conferes on 
the anti-polygamy ‘bill reached a complete 
agreement onthe points of difference betweea 
the two houses, It is expected the conferes 
will report on Monday. The exact features of 
the bill eannot yet be obtained. Itis known, 
however, that the section of the senate bill which 
provides for the appointment of a board of 
trustees to administer on property of the Mor- 
mon chuichis omitted. The bill repeals the 
charter of the Mormon church and instructs 
the attorney gencral to institute proceedings to 
recover all of the property of that corporation 
which was not acquired in accordance with 
laws of the United States. Churches, grounds, 
churchyards and property used for the pur- 
poses of worship are not interfered with. | It 
also revokes the charter of the Mormon Immi- 
gration society and devotes the property of 
both of the corporations to public school pur- 
poses. It leaves the election laws substantialiy 
as they are at present, except that it rests in 
the president's power to appoint probate 
judges, subject to confirmation by the senate. 
The provisions of the house bill authorizing 
the administration of an oath to-a legal wife to 
sustain charges of polygamy is included. The 
provision ofthe house bill eliminating polyga- 
mists from the registration list is also included 
in the bill as agreed upon in the confereuce.

A Very Peculiar Suit for Damages 
a Railway Company. 

Yesterday there wasifiled with the clerk of 
the superior.court a novel damage suit. Ta: 
plaintiff is John Dill'ard, and the defendaut is 
the Richmond and Danville railroad company. 
It is alleged in thecomplaint that onthe 2st 
of Novem ber, 1+86, the plaintil! boarded a pass- 
enger train at Duluth for the purpose 
of coming to Atlanta! that he 
purchased a second class ticket, and was as- 
signed to a sccond class coach, which was o- 
cupied principally by colored people. The coach 
was over-crowded, so much sothat it was im- 
possible for him to get a seat or standing room 
in the coach. This he claims was because the 
company was negligent in not providing 
enough coaches to safely transport its 
passengers. After stating the matter to the 
conductor incharge ofthe train and requesting 
him to furnish him afseat, Dilliard again made 
an effort to gain admittance into the coah. 
He was not able to get in and was forced to 
stand onthe platform which, too, was very 
much crewded with passengers, who, like 
himself, could not find accommodation. The 
train was in motion before plaintiff ascertained 
the state of affairs which existed. The train 
proceeded rapidly toward Atlanta. He and 
many others remained standing on the piat- 
form. When the train was nearing Atlanta 
he was thrown from the 


fell upon the track almost under the wheels of 
the moving train. The wheels ran over his 
foot and mashed it off and also mashed two 
fingers. He suffered intense pain and wa? con- 
fined to his bed for a long time, during which 
he was forced to employ a skilled surgeon to 
treat his wounded members. After lying upon 
his back for some weeks his leg was amputated 
in order to save his life. At the time of his in- 
jury he was employed at a salary of $25. with 
the expectation of receiving $50 a month in a 
few weeks. But the injury, for the time, 
wholly incapacitated him for earning a living, 
and he asserts that he will be a sufferer th: 
rest of his life. He bases his claim for 315,009 
damages upon the assumption that the com- 
pany was criminally negligent in compelling 
him to occupy so perilous a position as the 
platform during the rapid motion of the triin.

"WHO IS TO BLAME? 


A Passenger Train Crashes Into the Rear of a Freight . 


ZTiain—Two Men Seriously and Probably Fa- 
taly Injured—The Wrecked OCOaboose— 
Passengers Badly Shaken Up. 


A very serious accident occurred on the East 
Tennessee, Virginia-and Georgia railroad, yes- 
terday morning, at half past five o'clock, about 
a mile from the East Rome depot, im which 
one man was so badly injured that he will 
probably die, and two others were severely in- 
jured. 

Freight train No. 28, north bound, left At- 
lanta late last night in two sections. The first 
section arrived at Rome all right.and pailed 
out, followed a short time afterward by the sec- 
ond section. This train was in ‘charge of Con- 
duetor Joseph Ketchum. When thesecond sec- 
tion had been at the depot a few minutes, one 
of the train hands, F. B. Lester, asked 
the conductor if he should go back and flag 
No. 12, the down passenger train due at Rome 
about that hour, and which was in charge of 
Conductor McFarland and Engineer Dean. 
Conductor Ketchum replied that he had 
half an hour’s spare time. Lester said: 

‘Allright; I will go into the restaurant and 
get something to cat.” 


After eating his breakfast Lester left the 
restaurant and returned to his train, entering 


the caboose. Almost immediately afbes board- 
ing the train he heard a . 
RUSHING, ROARING SOUND, 

and on looking out of the window in the rear 
of the caboose, Lester was horrified tosee the 
passenger train approaching at a speed of thirty 
miles an hour. Taking in the situation 
at a glance, he rushed to the 
front end of the caboose and tried to get out, 
but found the door locked. Almost paralyzed 
wita terror, Lester attempted to retrace his 
way tothe rear end of the caboose, but had 
gone back buta few feet when the passenger 
train, as if goaded on by some invisible agent of 
destiuction, struck the caboose with terrific 
force, knocking Lester senseless and splitting 
the caboose in two. The poor fellow remained 
unconscious for about a minute only, and when 
he regaiaed his senses it was to find the engine 
almest on top of him. The engineer of the 


passenger train had reversed his engine 
and applied the airbrakes, but such 
was the momentum attained by ran- 


ning ata bigh rate of speed that in another 
moment Lester would have 
MET A HORRIBLE DEATH. 

Groping his way amid scalding, seething 
steam and debris, Lester gained the caboose 
window, and breaking out the glass with his 
bands jumped out just as the passenger engine 
came to a stop. His hands were cut in a shock- 


ing manner. Conductor Ketchum, fof the 
freight train, who wis in the 
front end of the c.ubo +a, was 


severely scalded and bruised, and a : ‘ain hand 
learning the read, named Louis Murris, and 
who resides in “Atlanta, also reeeived serious 
though not fatal injuries. C'on- 
ductor Ketchum’s injuries are said to be ofa 
very serieus nature and his life is despaired 
of, I’. B. Lester, the train 
hand who so miraculously escaped being 
crushed and scalded to death, lives at Pewder 
Springs. 
Wi!0 IS TO BLAME? 

A gang of men were at once set to work to 
remove the wrecked caboose and clear the 
track. The passenger engine was found to be 
slightly damaged, but the bag- 
page car was pretty badly injured. 
The engineer of the passenger train, Mr. 
Dean, states that he saw no red lights on the 
rear of the caboose of the freight train; that 
they had been put out, awd believing the track 
was clear did not for a moment think of slow- 
ing up, but came thundering along and was 
not aware of his perilous sit- 
uation until his engine crashed inio 
the caboese. He immediately reversed his en- 
gineand applied the airbrakes, but did not 
succeed in coming to astop until he had plow- 
(d his way haif through the caboose. But the 
trainband, Lester, refutes the statement of the 
engineer of the passenger train, and 
cays that the red lanierns were hung in the 
proper places on the caboose and were burning.
